Sewer Rate Study Panel 
Makes Report To Mayor 


The Citizens Committee named by 
Mayor Frank Barnhill to study the new 
sewer rate has made its final report. 
The Committee held four meetings 
during its study and discussed the 
facts with the City Public Utilities 
Department officials, the design and 
rate engineers and various members

of the Utilities Board and City Council. 
Members also visited the present 
sewage treatment facility and the Ted 
I^wis Park lift station. The following 
proposals resulted from the study and 
were presented to the mayor and the 
board of utilities: 
I. Release approval for drawing of

Federal Okay Of City 
Sewage Plant Near 


Circleville Public Utilities Director 
Charles Taylor said Monday he 
believes approval of the 
Federal 
Environmental Protection Agency for 
Circleville’s proposed sewage treat­ 
ment plant is imminent. 
A resolution will be presented to City 
Council tonight which clarifies the 
city’s intention to eliminate the sewer 
by-pass at Ted Lewis Park and to 
eliminate storm waters 
from the 
sanitary sewers. 
This resolution, if approved 
by 
council, will pave the way for approval 
by the Federal EPA, Taylor says. 
Taylor explained that in order to 
qualify for EPA approval and Federal 
funding most of the recommendations 
of the Rate Study Committee named 
by Mayor Frank Barnhill cannot be 
followed. 
According to Taylor, to eliminate the 
by-pass at Ted I>ewis Park Lift Station 
as ordered by federal EPA the 48-inch 
interceptor line must be constructed. 


This means the city cannot follow the 
first two proposals of the rate study 
committee to delay engineering for the 
line and construction of the line as long 
as possible. And with the construction 
of the sewer interceptor, the Public 
utilities director believes that there 
will not be a surplus generated by the 
present rate, thereby negating the 
proposed reduction. 
If approval of the proposed sewage 
treatment plant is not granted prior to 
July I, new federal guidelines will 
come into effect requiring further 
engineering, according to Taylor. 
Taylor pointed out that an increase 
in the tapping fee, now before council, 
was proposed as a result of the rate 
committee’s suggestion. However, this 
legislation is opposed by the Pickaway 
County Contractors Assn. 
and in­ 
dependent builders in the community.

Juveniles Nabbed 
In Crime Spree 


A wild spree of thefts and van­ 
dalisms in Circleville and Pickaway 
County beginning at 8:30 p.m. Sunday 
ended at 5:30 a.m. Monday with the 
arrest of four juvenile boys by city 
police. 
Sgt. Ixirry Pontious said today that 
four boys, three aged 17 and one 15, 
from Circleville and Route I, have 
been released in the custody of their 
parents pending their appearance in

City police received a call at 4:37 
a.m. Monday from Bob Radabaugh, 
owner of the East End Market, 499 E. 
Franklin St., informing them that 
several youths had broken into the 
store by breaking a window in a side 
door. 
Radabaugh said he heard a noise in 
the store, adjacent 
to 
his 
living 
quarters, and when he checked the 
premises he spotted the youths who 
promptly fled the scene. A check of the 
store revealed that between $60 and $70 
in change missing. 
Ptl. I^arry Jirles and Sgt. Pontious, in 
separate cars, began a check of the 
area. Kirles spotted a car containing 
three boys at 5:30 a.m. and stopped it. 
Sgt. Pontious, Ptl. Ron Smith and Joe 
Stevenson arrived on the scene to aid 
Jirles. 
Permission to search the car was 
obtained from the driver. The boys 
maintained they had been fishing but a 
search of the auto failed to turn up any 
fishing equipment. 
The officers found $27 in change 
hidden under the front seat of the car 
and took the youths into custody. In­ 
terrogation was conducted at the 
police station where the three boys 
admitted the breaking and entering at 
the East End Market and gave police 
the name of a fourth boy, involved in 
the breaking and entering. 
The fourth youngster appeared at 
police headquarters Monday afternoon 
and turned himself in to authorities. 
During the questioning at the station 
the boys also admitted to a breaking 
and entering at the Dairy Bar in 
I Laurelville earlier in the morning.

2. Delay actual construction of the 
48-inch line for as long as possible. We 
realize this project is necessary for 
city 
expansion and 
will 
also

required in time by the environmental 
protection agency. Federal funding 
may also be available for this line at a 
later date. 
3. 
Investigate the 
possibility 
of 
reducing the sew age rates now 
because the delay in constructing the 
48-inch line would remove 20 per cent 
of the annual cost being covered by the 
recently established rates. 
4. lf the rates are reduced, then the 
public should also be informed that the 
rates will increase again at a later date 
when the 48-inch line is constructed. 
In addition to the written proposals, 
the committee made several verbal 
suggestions to the Utilities Board 
which were not specifically included in 
the formal report. These suggestions 
were: 
1. Consider establishing a third 
sewer district that would include the 
area to be served by the 48-inch in­ 
terceptor sewer line. 
2. Increase the current sewer con­ 
nection fee, thereby having the new 
users who will be making our ex­ 
pansion necessary, pay a more 
representative share of the cost. 
3. Consider a program to eliminate 
as much storm water from the sewer 
lines that feed into the Ted I>ew is Park 
Lift Station. Reduction in storm water 
flow would prevent a system bypass 
into Hargus Creek and help delay the 
construction of the 48-inch interceptor 
line.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon and Soviet leader IiConid I. 
Brezhnev witnessed today the signing 
of 
four 
bilateral 
cooperative 
agreem ents, 
then 
steered 
their 
summit talks onto the thorny issue of 
trade. 
Before they began their second day 
of face-to-face talks, the two leaders 
traveled separately to the State 
Department to watch as Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers and Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko signed the 
accords 
on 
transportation, 
oceanographies, agriculture 
and 
cultural exchanges. 
The accords were reached on a lower 
level in the weeks before Nixon and 
Brezhnev convened Monday for their 
second set of summit talks in 13 
months. 
Even as arrangements were made 
for the State* 
Department signing 
cerem ony, the Senate W atergate 
Committee moved to eliminate the 
spectre of tin* event being over­ 
shadowed by the testimony of fired 
White House Counsel John W. Dean 
III. 
The committee, at the urging of 
Senate leaders, voted 6-1 to postpone 
further hearings on the bugging 
scandal until next week—after Nixon 
and Brezhnev conclude their talks. 
At a glittering White House dinner 
Monday night, the two leaders lifted 
their

to 
toast 
the 
a c­ 
com plishm ents of their 
Moscow 
summit meeting at a dinner which 
histed past midnight. Brezhnev told 
reporters at the party that “ I am

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) 
Commander diaries Conrad Jr. and 
Paul J. Weitz stepped outside the 
orbiting Skylab space station today, 
revived a dead battery with a ham­ 
mer-pounding repair job and swiftly 
retrieved six canisters of film which 
may reveal many secrets of the sun. 
They slipped outside 45 minutes 
earlier than scheduled and finished the 
planned three-hour space walk in half 
the time. 
“Don’t fall, ifs a long way down,” 
Weitz cautioned as the two astronauts 
slipped through an airlock hatch for 
the walk. 
“Yep, ifs a long way down,” (Conrad 
commented as the third crewman, Dr. 
Joseph P. 
Kerwin, took television 
pictures from inside the laboratory. 
The trio was nearing the end of the 
record 28-day mission, aiming for a 
Friday splashdown in 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean. 
The first job outside was to pound on 
a battery regulator in an attempt to 
free a stuck electrical relay. 
“It worked, gentlemen, you’ve done 
it a g ain ,” capsule com m unicator 
Rusty Schw eickart radioed when 
signals on the ground indicated the 
battery had begun charging 
The 
operation 
added 
to 
the 
astronauts’ 
reputations 
as 
“ fix 
anything” spacemen. Earlier in th** 
flight they erected a makeshift sun 
shade to cool down the overheaded 
workshop and in a daring space walk 
freed a stuck solar panel. 
After fixing the battery, Conrad 
climbed a seven-rung ladder to start 
the long task of removing the film cans 
and replacing them with a new supply. 
Weitz stood in foot restraints outside 
the open hatch to assist with the film 
traasfer. 
'Die astronauts got an early start on 
the space walk. With preparations 
running ahead of schedule, * Conrad 
asked Mission Control: “What about a 
little early going out?” 
“See no reason why you can’t,” 


came the reply. So they went out about 
45 minutes early. 
The astronauts com pleted their 
extensive telescope* examination of the 
sun on Monday and scientists here 
eagerly await the return of the film, 
which included the first pictures of a 
solar 
flare 
observed 
from 
above 
earth’s obscuring atmosphere. 
They described the flare which 
erupted Friday as a medium one, but 
one which produce! more energy than 
is used on earth by man in several dec­ 
ades. A major goal of the Skylab solar 
experiments is to help unlock the 
secret of controlled thermonuclear 
fusion, the source of the sun’s energy. 
This would aid in the search for an 
unlimited and pollution-free power 
source on earth.

Joint Panel Studies Gilligan Budget 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A joint 
House-Senate conference committee 
today 
takes 
over 
Gov. 
John 
J. 
Gilligan’s $9.9 billion budget, with a 
challenge to bring two opposing views 
into compromise. 
Both Democratic and Republican 
leaders are hoping a compromise can 
be worked out before the current 
biennium ends midnight June 30. 
“lf we have to go to that first interim 
budget, watch ou t,” said House 
Speaker A. G. I,ancione, D-99 Bellaire. 
“I am afraid one could lead to anoth­ 
er.” 
A similar thing happened two years 
ago, bringing about one interim budget 


after another. It was in late December 
when a com prom ise finally was 
reached and the legislature adjourned. 


Although the current budget has 
passed both houses, Gilligan objects to 
changes made in the Senate, although 
two Democratic Senate leaders voted 
for it. 


The arguments are not over the total 
amount of spending-; actually Senate 
Republicans added money but on the 
agency cuts as they affect service 
areas. 
Gilligan is irked at the $16 million cut 
in the Environm ental Protection 
Agency, his eight-month old pollution 


fighting unit. The House version gave 
it $31 million, but the Senate lowered 
its funding for the next two years to $15 
million. 
Both houses of tin* legislature are to 
reconvene for the week at 1:30 p.m. as 
they attempt to keep the Aug. I agreed 
upon date for adjournment. 
The big hangup, everybody agrees, 
is the budget. If that can get final 
approval within two weeks, Lancione 
said the date will hold. 
The House is to vote Wednesday on a 
hill to repeal the Sunday blue laws, a 
onetime controversial proposal that 
has made an almost biennial ap­ 
pearance in the General Assembly.

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Legislative Report 


By MYRL SHOEMAKER,

In what will probably be marked as 
the busiest week of the 110th General 
Assembly so far, members of the 
House and Senate this week dealt with 
numerous bills on a variety of topics. 
The Senate Finance Committee is in 
the final stage of hearings on Ohio’s 
budget for the coming two years. It is 
not yet clear what form the budget 
shall take when presented to the full 
Senate, but there have been several 
changes in the priorities of the budget 
as passed by the House earlier this 
year. 
Cuts in the appropriations to such 
areas as Environmental Protection. 
Natural Resources, and Mental Health 
and Retardation have deeply con­ 
cerned most members of the House of 
Representatives. It is hoped that the 
Senate will eventually pass a budget 
which will leave intact the priorities as 
set forth by the House for Ohio’s needs 
in the next two years. 
If the House would not agree with 
Senate amendments, a Conference 
Committee, comprised of members of 
both the House and the Senate, will be 
appointed to work out a compromise. 


A bill which better defines the rights 
of the consumer in a home solicitation 
sale was passed by the House this 
week. 
It is felt that this bill will better 
protect Ohio’s consumers by bringing 
the state law into closer conformity 
with the Federal Trade Commission’s 
door-to-door sales regulations. 
For too long citizens have been un­ 
clear as to their rights in a home so­ 
licitation transaction. This bill will put 
the responsibility for the education of 
the buyer squarely on the shoulders of 
the sellers of such consumer goods and 
services. 
Under provisions of the bill the seller 
must provide the buyer with the 
following: 
A copy of the contract or a receipt 
containing the seller’s address, and a 
notice in conspicuous type that informs 
the buyer of his right to cancel the pur­ 
chase within three business days after 
the date of the sale. 
Two complete copies of the "notice 
of cancellation" which must conform 
to a model. This notice informs the 
buyer of his right and how to cancel, 
and what the seller must do if the 
buyer decides to cancel. 
Besides these procedures, the seller 
must also inform the buyer orally of 
his right to cancel his order. 


A proposal to create a state commis­ 
sion on aging that would replace the 
Division of Aging in the Department of 
Mental Health won approval in the 
House this week. 
This legislation puts the state agency 
dealing with the aged directly under 
the Governor and designates it to ad­ 
minister all federal programs related 
to the aged. 
There is, as we are all aware, a great 
amount of talent, experience, and 
ability possessed by the elderly, which 
could be utilized to benefit the entire 
community. This bill will help to better 
organize our efforts in helping the aged 
demonstrate their abilities. 


The House passed and sent to the 
Senate a measure which would permit 
a registered elector to move from one 
precinct to another in the same county 
and still vote in his old precinct without 
notifying the Board of Elections. 
Currently this type of voting is only 
allowed if the individual moves thirty 
(30) days or less before an election. 
This measure simply allows an elector 
to vote in his old precinct only at the 
first election following his change of

He 
capped it all off by reading from his 
latest manuscript, then still being 
completed, which was hilariously 
funny and also moving.

The committee then produced, in 
.succession, 
Rep. 
Philip 
Crane, 
columnist Kevin Phillips, psychologist 
and sociologist Ernest van den Haag, 
and economist Milton Friedman. The 
effect for those who heard them was 
rather like that at Miss Havisham’s 
house i i i “ Great Expectations,” when 
the musty dusty curtains are pulled 
aside and the sunlight comes into the 
uhuh for the first time in years. 
I had never heard Phil Crane before, 
but he is an attractive, eloquent and 
amazingly 
well-informed 
Congress­ 
man. He spoke in detail about the 
operation and non-operation of various 
Federal programs, but the real 
shocker came when he defended the 
proposition that Panama ought not, in 
fact, to be given the Panama (’anal. He 
made his case stick, and demolished 
the prevailing campus assumption 
that, yes, we must divest ourselves of 
this vestige of ini|K*rialism. 
Kevin Phillips brought the news that* 
when you examine American voting 
patterns it appears incontrovertible 
that liberalism is a going rather than a 
coining phenomenon 
lh* saw it 
shrinking to its redoubts in the North­ 
east, the Pacific Northwest, and the 
farm suites of tilt* upper Midwest I’he 
New Republican Majority, he argued, 
owned the rest of the country. It is a 
sobering thing for a student to learn 
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that the ideals of his sociology profes­ 
sor may not I m* the wave of the future. 
And Phillips had a sardonic eloquence. 
I remember his description of Teddy 
Kennedy as "the Midnight Motorist of 
Chappaquiddick.’’ and Bob Hnldeman 
as the former "Account Executive of 
the Black Flag Bug Bomb.” 
Ernest van den Haag made a power­ 
ful case for the view that pornography 
is socially and psychologically damag­ 
ing. Speaking as a psychoanalyst, lie 
said that it can seriously menace an al­ 
ready unstable personality. Speaking 
as a student of society, he saw it as a 
brutalizing and dehumanizing thing. 
I Ie saw no reason not to restrict it. This 
was an entirely new notion to most 
students. Censorship, under such intel­ 
lectually respectable sponsorship'' 
Yes, indeed. 
And everyone who has ever listened 
to Milton Friedman knows about his 
intellectual energy and impressive­ 
ness, ideas corning out of hun like 
sparks from a pinwheel: No, my 
friends, lie said in KH) persuasive ways, 
socialism d<M»s not work. 
To be sure, a few such speakers can­ 
not overturn an established campus 
liberal orthodoxy. But a number of 
students, I have the feeling, looked at 
each other 
like the sailors in Keats’ 
sonnet 
w ith "a w ild surmise."

Speaking Of Your Health

My friend, a food faddist, insists that 
red meat is responsible for high blood 
pressure. 
Is this true? 
Miss H.R.,S.D. 
Dear Miss R.: 
Some overenthusiastic food faddists 
have developed their own scientific 
explanation for virtually every disease 
that exists. 
Many people hold on tenaciously to 
myths and unscientific concepts about 
nutrition. They then diffuse this in­ 
formation and unnecessarily induce 
fears in people who are susceptible to 
every new suggestion. 
Red meats themselves do not cause 
high blood pressure. Sometimes high 
protein, usually found in such meats, is 
limited in some patients who have 
special problems associated with high 
blood pressure. 
People who have high blood pressure 
should he under the constant super­ 
vision of their own physician and 
follow 
his 
dictates 
in 
terms 
of 
medication and diet. 


How serious is bleeding from the 
rectum? I have had this twice in the 
past four months. 
Mr. D. S .,Ohio 
Dear Mr. S.: 
The most serious aspect of your 
problem is that you have neglected to 
find out its cause. 
The likelihood is that the cause of 
your sporadic bleeding is of no great 
significance. 
Nevertheless,

examination is essential in order to be 
sure.

Lupus erythematosus (L E ) is a very 
complex 
disease 
whose origin 
is 
unknown although a vast amount of 
information exists about it. 
It is classed under the general 
heading of "collagen disease,” which 
means an inflammation of the con­ 
nective tissues of the body. 
What you should know, in a non­ 
scientific way, is that the condition is 
not cancerous, nor is it contagious. 
This should allow you complete 
freedom from anxiety about being in 
contact with your cousin. 
Because the disease has so many 
ramifications and may involve so 
many 
organs 
of 
the 
body, 
the 
seriousness of each case of LE is 
considered individually. 
The immensity of the problem is 
apparent when one considers that the 
skin, the joints of the body, the lungs, 
and even the heart may be involved in 
this relatively rare disease. 
A variety of drugs, including cor­ 
tisone and AUTH, are effectively used 
in some cases. Drugs that are nor­ 
mally used to combat malaria have 
also been employed. 
There are two distinct types of lupus 
erythematosus, the cutaneous type, 
and the systemic type. The diagnosis 
is made by studies of the blood, the 
urine, and by biopsies of the skin.

will be the peace that radiates from the 
Washington summit. 
“ They married me while I was 
away,” goes a Russian adage, and 
F-urope may now wonder how much of 
its future is being decided without its 
presence as President Nixon has his 
second summit with the Soviet chief, 
I>eonid I. Brezhnev. 
Henry A. Kissinger, who designed 
the policy that produced the summits, 
some time ago expressed belief that 
much of the chance for stable peace 
depended on confidence around the 
world in the United States. Europeans 
now see a United States preoccupied 
with its own problems such as the 
current political upheaval, inflation 
and the plight of the dollars. 
If it all seems to spell waning con­ 
fidence in the United States abroad, it 
can also add up to something of a crisis 
for the North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization as the alliance nears its 25th 
birthday. 
By the same token, East European 
Communist regimes — to say nothing 
of China — watch a Soviet regime 
seemingly 
intent 
on 
long-term 
business links with the United States 
as if to guarantee a long period of 
“ peaceful coexistence” that w ill 
permit pursuit of purely national 
Soviet interests. 
In fact, nations on all sides seem 
worried that the superpowers will 
reach decisions that, willy nilly, will 
shape much of the world’s future. 
leaders in the West worry that the 
public is beginning to regard the cold 
war as ancient history. Creation of just 
such an impression has been a Soviet 
goal for some time. Ironically, the 
Western leaders had less to fret over 
when Moscow under Stalin and 
Khrushchev seemed more menacing. 
Stalin’s threats and 
Khrushchev’s 
bluster, both before and after his U.S. 
visit, provided cement to keep NATO 
together. 
Whatever the assurances to the 
contrary, many a European leader 
worries that West F^urope will be 
neutralized, made subject to the will 
and influence of its huge neighbor. 
On the other hand, voices on the 
Communist side suggest concern that 
detente w ill defer and perhaps 
diminish the goals of international 
communism. 
Brezhnev seems genuinely anxious 
for enough tranquility to allow what he 
calls ‘‘Communist building,” meaning 
attention to the long-neglected con­ 
sumer sector. Yet others near the top 
in Moscow think the consumers should 
go on waiting while heavy industry and 
the military continue enjoying lop­ 
sided priority.

In her colorful sari, she told how 
India 
became 
an 
independent 
sovereign democratic government in 
1948 The two high officers are held by 
the President and Prime Minister. In 
area, India is one-half as large as the 
United 
States 
and 
has 
500,000 
inhabitants. Life expectancy now is 45 
years. Family Manning has been 
introduced with some success in the 
middle and upper classes. 
Agriculture is the principal means of 
livelihood and three-fourths of the land 
can be cultivated. The country is going 
through a crisis at the present time due 
to lack of rain. 
Miss Abdul-Haqq said that there are 
14 languages in India with 800 dialects. 
Hindu 
predominates 
with 
English 
being secondary. Seventy-five to 
eighty per cent of the population is 
illiterate, the majority of which live in 
small villages. Free education is 
compulsory to age 14 with limited 
facilities. 
India is one of the few countries in 
the world in which the women have not 
changed their native dress. The caste 
system still is in existance. Only 
through transmigration of the soul, 
provided and exemplary life has been 
led, can the caste be changed. 
The cow is a sacred animal and since 
the country’s independence a law has 
been passed that no cows can be 
slaughtered. In our country we have 
convalescent homes for the aged and 
there they have comparable in­ 
stitutions for their sacred cows. 
Christianity is not new to India. 


Doubting Thomas established the first 
Christian Religion there. Most con­ 
verts to Christianity are of the Un­ 
touchables. Many are converted not 
because of their belief in our God but 
for 
the 
economic 
advantages. 
Missionaries are welcome in India 
today if they go primarily to par­ 
ticipate in the education and medical 
fields.

Hundreds Of Cuban Refugees 
Feel Pangs Of Homesickness

(A P) — Hundreds of 
Cuban refugees who came to the 
United States to escape Communist 
rule desperately want to return to their 
homeland. 
“ I would be willing to sign a paper to 
go to a Cuban jail if I could return right 
away,” sa?s Ignacio Hernandez, a 38- 
year-old auto mechanic who rode a 
freedom flight to Miami two years ago. 
Hernandez said his life has lost all 
meaning without his wife and 7-year- 
old son, who live in a small town 40 
miles outside Havana. 
‘‘That boy and my wife are the only 
reason for living,” he said. “ Last year, 
I took a boat out and nearly drowned 
trying to row my way back. 
Freedom flights from Cuba were 
halted two months ago, stranding in 


Cuba the families of a number of 
refugees who have settled in the 
United States. 
Official estimates place the number 
of homesick Cuban exiles at several 
hundred. And the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service says some 
have returned home. 
Almost one 
million Cubans live in the United 
States, the majority of them 
in 
southern Florida. 
Immigration officials say they don’t 
have statistics on those who have left 
because it is impossible to know a 
departing alien’s destination. 
The exiles have various reasons for 
wanting to return to Cuba, but family 
separation, inability to adapt to the 
U.S. way of life and loneliness have 
spurred most to action.
